Earthquake  Reported  in  Chile

More  of  my  friends  get  struck  down  and  disabled  by  that 
dread  heart  diseace  “Instinctivitis”  (“Libidini  Adolescentic 
Lustus”)  each  springtime  than  are  carried  away  by  mission 
calls  and  draft  boards  combined. 

As  I toil  to  and  fro  between  my  sagging  bed  and  snap 
classes  I often  come  upon  the  tragic  victims  of  vile  Instinctivitis, 
staggering  down  halls  and  walks,  leaning  one  upon  the  other 
in  close-knit  groups  of  two,  fingers  and  arms  interlocked  for 
the  mutual  support  of  their  plague-weakened  legs. 

My  own  heart,  hardened  into  immunity  by  years  of  drive- 
in  movies,  often  nearly  splits  when  I see  the  more  pitiable 
cases,  flat  on  their  flap-backs  and  crinolines  on  campus  lawns, 
seemingly  on  the  point  of  expiring.  It’s  enough  to  bring  tears 
to  the  eyes  of  a full  professor  to  watch  the  suffering  unfor- 
tunates, paired  off,  feebly  attempting  to  ease  one  another’s 
cardiac  agonies.  A stroked  brow,  a feverish  handclasp,  a pale, 
lap-supported  head,  a wan  smile,  all  are  striking  evidence  of 
mankind’s  innate  devotion  to  its  members  in  their  pain-wracked 
hours. 

Some  say  a virus,  akin  to  many  springtime  pollens,  causes  j 
the  trouble.  Others  insist  it’s  a reverse  allergy  to  certain  per- 1 
fumes  and  after-shave  lotions,  and  a few  state  categorically 
“The  ailment  is  hereditary.” 

Considering  the  variety  of  opinions  concerning  the  source 
of  Instinctivitis,  it’s  small  wonder  that  no  cure  has  been  found. 
Reported  arrested  cases  are  only  temporary,  the  fever  having 
been  broken  momentarily  (usually  after  a long  period  of  as- 
sociation with  one  or  more  members  of  the  opposite  sex  who 
also  have  contracted  the  illness.)  As  the  patient  recovers,  his 
circulation  becomes  sluggish,  he  seeks  out  his  old  primary 
group,  stops  shaving  and  washing  his  car  and  in  less  obvious 
ways  seems  to  be  returning  to  health  and  normalcy.  The  in- 
evitable relapse  is  always  tragic. 

Strangely,  the  seriousness  of  the  new  outbreak  is  usually 
directed  proportional  to  the  amount  of  time  the  invalid  con- 
valesces with  his  old  cronies:  th  elonger  the  time  interregnum 
between  Instinctivitis  attacks,  the  more  mortal  the  interval- 
following relapse  is  sure  to  be. 

Considering  the  ghastliness  of  the  malady,  it’s  shocking 
to  see  how  lightly  we  look  at  it.  It’s  obvious  contagious  qual- 
ities makes  isolation  imperative.  Incurables  and  terminal  cases 
must  be  barred  from  movies,  forums,  and  poorly  lit  dances. 
Suspected  carriers  should  be  given  occupational  therapy,  like 
testing  garlic  recipes.  We  of  the  chicken-hearted,  uninfected 
minority  must  have  some  sort  of  protection.

Among  the  regulars  to  sparkplug  the  gridiron  eleven,  is 
All-American  possible  Lonnie  Dennis,  all-conference  guard  from 
the  Cougar  dug  last  year.  Said  Coach  Stevens  of  Dennis:  “He  is 
the  hardest  working  kid  I ever  saw  on  a football  field.”  After 
watching  him  work  last  Wednesday  that  isn’t  hard  to  believe. 

Another  returnee,  a tackle  with  more  than  the  average 
go  is  the  transport  from  Hawaii,  John  Kapele,  with  about  as 
much  force  as  a Sherman  tank,  simply  refused  to  take  stop 
for  an  answer  in  the  exhibition  match. 

Kapele’s  228  pounds  of  gridiron  genius  is  all  but  matched 
by  another  hailer  from  west  of  California — Fautautau  Salonoa, 
weighing  two  pounds  more  and  seconding  for  Dennis.

Consensus  of  position:  Good  depth  in  the  first  two  teams, 
but  reserves  need  to  bear  down  to  assure  fine  running  in  the 
Skyline  race. 

With  men  like  Kapele,  Dennis,  Dick  Magoffin,  Paul  Eckle 
and  Dave  Barrus  fortifying  the  line,  there  is  a little  less  than  a 
good  chance  any  team  in  the  conference  will  have  a bust  reach- 
ing the  backfield. 

Magoffin  looks  terrific  in  practice,  and  has  the  inside  track 
to  the  center  slot.  Plenty  of  depth  here  with  fine  backing  from 
Larry  Harrison,  and  Steve  Dangerfield,  and  Wayland  Sheppard. 

Larry  Dunn  played  beautiful  ball  in  the  intrasquad  en- 
counter and  baffled  opposition  by  his  brilliant  plays.  No  ques- 
tion about  the  quarterback  position — Dunn  has  done  enough  to 
merit  the  confidence  of  many  armchair  critics.
